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BY-LAWS THE CORPORATION 
THE MARINE BIOLOGICAL LABORATORY. 


The annual meeting the members shall held the second 
Tuesday August, the Laboratory, Woods Hole, Mass., 
noon, each year, and such meeting the members shall 
choose ballot Treasurer and Clerk, who shall be, officio, 
members the Board Trustees, and Trustees hereinafter pro- 
vided. the annual meeting held 1897, not more than 
twenty-four Trustees shall chosen, who shall divided into four 
classes, serve one, two, three, and four years, respectively, and 
thereafter not more than eight Trustees shall chosen annually for 
the term four years. These officers sholl hold their respective 
offices until others are chosen and qualified their stead. The Presi- 
dent the Corporation, the Director and the Associate Director 
the Laboratory, shall also Trustees, officio. 

II. Special meetings the members may called the Trustees 
held Boston Woods Hole such time and place may 
designated. 

III. The Clerk shall give notice meetings the members publi- 
cation some daily newspaper published Boston least fifteen 
days before such meeting, and case special meeting the notice 
shall state the purpose for which called. 

IV. Twenty-five members shall constitute quorum any meeting.

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THE REPORT THE LIBRARIAN, 
DECEMBER 31, 

The year’s acquisitions and accomplishments are greater than 
those any year the history the library except perhaps the 
year when the American Museum turned over our library many 
valuable back sets serials long-time loan. This year, the 
advance over the past ten direct proportion the increase 
our available funds due the generous gift from the General 
Education Board $10,000 spent the purchase back 
sets and expensive reference works and monographs. While 
the $10,000 was spent for the precise purpose which was 
designed, sum from our own annual budget that should have 
spent toward this purpose had been dependent upon our budget 
alone, was thus released furnish extra help, not only con- 
nection with the purchases made possible this sum from the 
General Education Board, but also carrying out certain accumu- 
lated tasks that have now the end the year been practically 
accomplished. 

serials there were back sets completed, the most notable 
these sets being the Comptes Rendus the French Academy, 
Archiv, and Die Naturwissenschaften. There were 
back sets nearly completed, the most notable these being 
Pfliiger’s exchange secured complete back sets 
and partially complete back sets. 

One hundred and eleven serials were added our current re- 
ceipts, subscription and exchange. Many will recall 
the lists possible serials that were submitted the investigators 
during the summer 1925. From among those for which 
received requests secured newly undertaken subscriptions 
and exchanges. 

There were several monographs and reference books purchased 
among which were Retzius’ Biologische Untersuchungen,” Rich- 
et’s Dictionnaire Physiologie,” Norwegian North-Atlantic 
Expedition,” and Glazenbrook’s Dictionary Physics.”

The effort 
secure evidence the fact that men order books for their 
college libraries and for their own libraries, from having seen them 
here, will continue and this evidence will then sent the 
publisher. wish call the very especial attention the in- 
vestigators this point. Concrete proof that the presence 
books display our new books corner the reading room, 
does lead sales, the only evidence that will induce publishers 
continue and increase these gifts. During the summer

The reprints accumulated for the past five six years, about 
13,000 number, have been catalogued author and subject. 
The cards, amounting 40,679, have not yet been filed with the 
cards the main catalogue, but they will have been before the 
summer 1927. The reprints that came from Dr. Whitman’s 
library, approximately estimated 5,000 unduplicated our 
present holdings, were not included, and the cataloguing these 
remains done Current reprints beginning 
with those issued 1926, will not catalogued subject but 
will catalogued author only. The subject division and the 
indices Biological Abstracts will the future serve the users 
the library for this purpose. 
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The library now contains 18,220 bound volumes which come 
under the category books and serials, about seven-eighths being 
serial volumes. There are, moreover, 38,000 reprints, 13,000 
which were catalogued this year. The number current serials 
regularly received 628; although the actual count shows nearly 
1,200 titles our list serials, nearly half these are not now 
continued are received rare intervals. the 628 serials 
coming regularly, 204 are paid subscription and 424 ex- 
change with the BuLLETIN and gift. 

The budget the library aside from the special appropriation 
from the General Education Board totalled the same 1925, 
namely $6,750.00 aside from the regular salaries. The entire 
amount spent was $6,827.13. 

The items under the apportionments estimated August, 
1925, and actually spent during the year 1926 are given. The 
estimated budget was: books, $500; serials, $1,500; binding, 
$1,000; supplies, $500; service, $50; express, $200; back sets, 
$3,000. Actually spent, the accounts stand follows: books, 
$746.54; serials, $2,730.75; binding, $1,841.44 (current serials, 
$700.44; back sets, $1,141.00); supplies, 
$1,486.22; express, $186.74; and back sets, $352.83. 

The increase the expense current serial subscriptions 
the chief concern the librarian. Before secured the special 
gift from the General Education Board, the request the Di- 
rector the Laboratory, the Librarian mapped chart showing 
schema for even and uniform expansion the library, and the 
expense attached thereto under each item, through the years 
1930. this scheme the item serials” was change from 
the requested appropriation for the year 1926, the amount 
$2,985; 1930 and on, $3,228. will noticed that this 
year (1926) amount ($2,454.42) was reached which was much 
more nearly that planned for 1928. can seen referring 
last year’s report that the same occurred 1925, for current seri- 
als.

The librarian begs, therefore, call for more help from the 
members the Corporation and from the Library Committee 
selecting the current serials, making finer discrimination than she 
can make else asking for more money from the Executive 
Committee for the item current serials.” 

Since realize that cannot hold all the literature our 
library that occasionally called for our investigators, but 
that these holdings must distributed over many libraries, 
arranged this summer meeting librarians, who, like ourselves,

There was very gratifying increase attendance foreign 
investigators, who came from England (4), Germany (5), Swit- 
zerland (2), Brazil (1), India (1), Rumania (1), Italy (1), Rus- 
sia (2), Japan (2), China (1), Philippines (1), Syria (1), repre- 
senting many separate universities research institutions. 
These investigators bring with them genuine stimulating influ- 
ence; and there results better understanding the scientific 
work the various countries. 

Housing Accommodations.—In the report the Director 
for 1925 attention was called the lack adequate and suitable 
housing accommodations under control the Laboratory for in- 
vestigators and students. This had become condition seriously 
threatening the growth and usefulness the Laboratory. For 
about two months the height the summer season there was 
often not single room available the village. The uncertainty 
obtaining accommodations combined with the unsuitability 
high price any remaining discouraged attendance. The fact

also that the laboratory dormitories were not equipped for other 
seasons than the summer operated prevent any who might wish 
use the facilities the laboratories and library other seasons 
from doing so. Family accommodations with reasonable sanitary 
conveniences were conspicuously lacking. short, the future 
development the Laboratory was definitely circumscribed 
these conditions. 

This matter was accordingly presented the General Educa- 
tion Board the autumn 1925 with statement estimated 
their interest was immediately aroused. The architects 
the Laboratory, Messrs. Coolidge, Shepley, Bulfinch, and Abbott 
prepared attractive preliminary plans basis for discussion, and 
these were presented the General Education Board April, 
1926. The plans provided for two buildings, one intended pri- 
marily for family accommodations with apartments, the other for 
individual accommodations dormitory type. Both buildings 
were planned fire-proof construction, with complete steam 
heating equipment the apartment house and provisions for fu- 
ture installation such equipment the dormitory. May 
27th, 1926, after careful consideration, the Members and Trustees 
the General Education Board authorized its executive officers 
their discretion commit the Board appropriation the 
Marine Biological Laboratory sum not exceed $250,000 
for the construction and equipment these buildings. 

Final detailed plans and specifications were then prepared, bids 
secured from several contractors each trade concerned, contracts 
let and construction begun early September. 

expected that these buildings will ready for use June, 
1927. Both buildings are the block next the laboratories, the 
apartment house opposite the old lecture hall and the dormitory 
the corner diagonally opposite facing the Eel Pond. The dormi- 
tory estimated accommodate 102 persons, the apartment house 
about 56, and other buildings used for housing about 132, including 
employees, total about 290 persons. the new build- 
ings, includes commodious commons room, with fire place, for so- 
cial purposes. Families Laboratory workers own houses 
Woods Hole, which are the Gansett tract. remain 
but few lots the Gansett tract, but the large Devil’s Lane tract 
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105 acres provides amply for many years come. The village 
also offers accommodations for considerable number the form 
houses rooms for rent. 

Mr. Charles Coolidge the Laboratory indebted for 
reduction the usual commission his firm amounting value 
gift over $2,000, thus repeating his generosity the case 
the new laboratory. him former trustee, architect and 
benefactor the Marine Biological Laboratory, owe deep 
debt gratitude.

The Report the Treasurer shows assets $2,281,219.79 
the close 1926; the end 1925 the assets the Labora- 
tory were $2,182,630.50. income balance $7,796.31 was 
carried current surplus which the end the year amounted 
$83,503.64. The attention the members the Corporation 
called the report for 1925 which the necessity maintain- 
surplus current accounts for improvements permanent 
nature emphasized. The treasurer’s report for 1926 shows very 
clearly that while the income the Laboratory suffices for current 
operations leaves very little for constructive development. The 
budget the Laboratory has prepared with the very great- 
est care avoid deficit instead surplus. first outlined 
for each year the preceding summer and carefully revised the 
Executive Committee. receives final revision before the end 
income should shown during the year exceeding estimates, 
leeway provided for items outside the otherwise not. 
very special responsibility for financial soundness rests upon 
organization scientific men, that their judgment practical af- 
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fairs should not prove inferior their capacity 
matters. 

The Report the Librarian shows what gratifying progress 
has been made our aim building strong research library 
with the aid our new endowments and the special gifts from 
the General Education Board acknowledged the last annual re- 
port. Over 3,000 bound volumes and 13,000 reprints were added 
those already the shelves last year, and current serials regu- 
larly received were increased from 500 628. Back sets have 
been completed many cases and gaps filled in. Many gifts 
books have been received from publishers and others. The li- 
brary fact just now the most rapidly developing department 
the institution, condition that should maintained for sev- 
eral years come. The Library Committee convinced that 
more rapid expansion than that originally contemplated can 
wisely undertaken 1927; the General Education Board has 
accordingly kindly consented advance $15,000 1927 for this 
purpose instead $10,000 originally contemplated out their 
gift $50,000 for library expansion referred the report for 
1925 (p. 31). 

The Ida Hyde scholarship was named
